Plans for New York’s May 
Day demonstration Wednes- 
day for peace, jobs.and civil 
liberties have been complet- 


ed, the United May Day Com- 
mittee announced yesterday. 


Rebuffing all efforts to disrupt 
the unity of the march, the com- 


mittee renewed its call for a large 
turnout of this city’s working peo- 
ple. 

Throughout the nation, May Day 
will be marked by thousands par- 
ticipating in demonstrations. Ral- 
lies will be held in all the big in- 
dustrial centers from San Fran- 
cisco, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, De- 
troit, Baltimore, Minneapolis, Bos- 
ton and hundreds of smaller meet- 
ings will take place in smaller cen- 
ters in all parts of the country. 


ANSWER “POST” ATTACK 


Harry Weinstock, director of the 
United May Day Committee, re- 
plied to the attack on the demon- 
stration by the N. Y. Post in a 
statement Saturday in which he 
pointed out that the committee 
represents 600,000 men and women 
of this city. He declared that thou- 
sands of workers from the Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers 
Union and the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers will participate in the 
march despite the withdrawal by 
the leaders of the unions. The re- 
fusal of I.L.G.W.U. and Amalgam- 
ated leaders to participate in May 
Day marks the first time in the 
history of these unions that they 
will not participate in a May Day 
demonstration. 

The Post article, which appeared 
under the name of one Karl Bos- 
trom, was characterized by Wein- 
stock as a “provocation to the May 
Day marchers to violate the rules 
of ‘the police department concern- 

.ing the carrying of effigies.” The 
demonstration, he stated, “will at- 
tack the retreat from the New Deal 
and the perversion of the New Deal 
in high places.” This was in answer 
to the article's contention that the 
parade would “attack the New 
Deal.” |

BERLIN, April 28 (UP). — The 
German High Command claimed to- 
night that British efforts to move 
reinforcements into Norway have 
been shattered by the bombing of 
11 British troopships, three of which 
were sunk, and bombing attacks on 
five British cruisers during the past 
48 hours. 

Germany’s mechanized forces are 
advancing “at all points” in Nor- 
way and taking large numbers of 
prisoners, including British officers, 
and great quantities of war booty, 
the High Command said. .

NAZI ATTACKS REPELLED 
SAYS BRITISH COMMUNIQUE 

LONDON, April 28 (UP).—Brit- 
ish forces in Norway have repelled 
German attacks along the vital 
Gubrands Valley, a War Office com- 
munique said today. 

The communique gave no details 
of operations. The German attack 
in the Gubrandsdal has been con- 
centrated at two points north of 
Dombaas in an effort to cut the 
Dombaas - Stoeren railway line of 
British supply. 

Further debarkation of British 
troops at Andalsnes was effected 
“despite enemy air action,” the 
communique said. 

“There has been slight enemy air 
action at Narvik (far northern 
port) but this has in no way in-

Spokesmen for the two struck 
fleets yesterday repeated their as- 
sertions that the walkout had af- 
fected only a part of the 2,900 cabs 
and 6,000 drivers and maintenance 
workers employed by Parmelee and 
Terminal. These claims, however, 
were refuted, not only by the 
union’s claims, but also by the fact 
that observers of the strike found 
only a few cars of the struck com- 
panies cruising the city. Horie

Soviet as Agency 


Clear Provocation 


(By Wirelese te the Daily Worker) 
MOSCOW, April 28. — Tass, the 


lofficial Soviet news agency, today 


denounced as a “gross forgery” a 
document published in the New 
York Times on April 22 under pro- 
vocative headlines showing that 
the “map of China has been chang- 
ed in Soviet posters”. and that 
“Moscow makes claims to penetrat- 
ing Inner Mongolia right up to the 
Yangtze, ignoring the Chungking 
regime.” : 

“This forgery,” declares Tass, 
“can only deceive readers who 
don’t knew the Russian language. 
Any American who has a scanty 
knowledge of Russian, any Soviet 
school child can immediately dis- 
cern the gross forgery carried by 


acy. 

“The text,” the statement con- 
tinues, “has such spelling and ex- 
pressions as could never appear in 
a single Soviet edition. This shows 
that the newspaper is spreading 
the most stupid illiterate forgery. 
“In the upper left corner of the 
map an absolutely unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made at reproducing the 
Soviet emblem with seven ribbons 
instead of the eleven ribbons rep- 
resented in the Soviet emblem of

MOSCOW, April 28.—April 20, 
1919, is ani outstanding day in the 
history of the struggle of French 
workers and farmers dressed in 
uniforms.

The revolt on the warships at 
anchor in Sebastopol was only a 
link in the chain of struggle of 


the French soldiers and sailors 
against intervention in the south © 


of the Soviet country. 
The armistice in November, 
1918 aroused hope among all sol- 


_ diers and sailors for a speedy re- 


turn to their homes. With disil- 
lusionment and pain they saw 
that they were not bei sent 
home to their families but the 
Black Sea, to Ukraine and Cri- 
mea, in order to defend the in- 
terests of the Allies who were 
coming out against the Soviet 
Union. By shameless lies about 
the Bolsheviks and the Soviets, 
lies similar to those we see today 
in the cesspools of the capitalist 
press and which we hear cover the 
radio from imperialist countries, 
they wanted to force the French 
workers and peasants to sacrifice 
their lives for the cause of im- 
perialism. 

France sent an army of 100,000 
soldiers and sailors to South 
Ukraine, to Crimea and the Black 
Sea, But they were unable to 
utilize this force. The soldiers of 
French imperialism compelled the 
generals and admirals to leave 
the Soviet country and the Black 
Sea. The plans of the imperialists 
were thwarted. 


INVADING TROOPS REVOLTED 
“The troops landed in Odessa 


had to be withdrawn,” states the — 


Hsitory of the C.P.S.U., “for con- 
tact with the army of the Soviet 
Republic had infected them with 
revolutionary spirit and they were 
beginning to rebel against their 
imperialist masters.” 

The revolt in the Black Sea 
and the revolutionary movement 
in the ranks of the French Navy, 
were not merely a mutiny as a 
result of bad conditions, as many 
bourgeois and social democratic 
hack-writers tried to present it. 
It was a powerful political rev- 
olutionary movement. It started 
with unrest in the French units 
stationed in South Ukraine and 
Crimea from February to May, 
1919.. 

This was followed by revolt of 
the sailors on the warships in the 
Black Sea (April-June, 1919), and 
the revolt of French sailors in’ the 
Navy in native ports (June-Au- 
gust, 1919). This movement em- 
braced 13 infantry regiments. and

The French Bolshevik, Jeanne 


Labourbe, and a number of other 


members of the Bolshevik Party 
fell victims in carrying out this 
tireless educational work. They 
were shot by the French author- 
ities for propagandizing among 
the soldiers. 

Among those who fought in the 
ranks of the French Navy against 
intervention with singleness of 
purpose and staunchness was the 
person whose name became the 
banner and symbol of the revolt 
in the Black Sea. He was hated 
most by the bourgeoisie. The fire 
of the imperialist press was di- 
rected against him, he was baited 
and slandered. The French bour- 
geoiste demanded his head. The 
sailors of the Navy and the work- 
ers of France demanded his free- 
dom. 

This person was Andre Marty. 

“A worker, gon of a worker, I 
have not forgotten my parentage. 
My father, a solflier of the Com- 
mune, taught me respect for hu- 
man dignity and labor. Every- 
thing that he earned he spent on. 
my education so that I could 
fight, as he put it, the capitalist 
class with their own weapon.” 


These are the words Marty used 
to describe his life when in prison 
awaiting to be exiled. 

Andre Marty was first engineer 
on the torpedo-boat Protet in the 
Black Sea. He could sit at the 
same table with the officers. But 
he felt that his place was with 
the proletariat in the engine 
room and on deck. He could have 
very easily put the fastest tor- 
pedo boat on the Black Sea out 
of commission. But as a revolu- 
tionary proletarian he understood 
that it is not a question of in- 
dividual cases, that organization, 
contact with other sailors, with 
troops on land and with workers’ 
organizations are prerequisites for 
successful action -against inter 
vention. 

On board the torpedo boat 
Marty succeeded in giving the 
sailors, stokers and enginemen 
some understanding of the class 
struggle during the technical stu- 
dies ‘carried out by him on the 
ship. In the repair ships in the 
Rumanian port of Galatz he suc- 
ceeded through the workers in 
establishing contact with the Bol- 
sheviks. His indefatigable un- 
derground work yielded results. 


The situation within the French © 
' Navy became more -and more 


threatening. The French impe- 
rialists were compelled to aban- 
don Odessa in order not to lose 
their troops. Discontent ran high. 

On April 16th, Marty was ar- 
rested on the information of stool. 
pigeons. He was threatened with 
death. But even after his arrest 


he continued to carry out his . 


work boldly and tirelessly. With 
the aid of guards he managed to 
establish contact with the outside 
world. He gave advice and in- 
structions. In chains .he was 
transferred from one prison to 
another, from one ship to an- 
other. Some days later his guard 
—soldiers and sailors — became 


“dangerous” and they had to be 


disarmed and arrested. 
SAILORS REVOLT 


Thus, on the battleship Wal- 
deck Rousseay, in which Marty 
was held under arrest, a revolt 
broke out to free the prisoner 


and return him to France. The 


commander of the Waldeck Rous- 
seau hurriedly had Marty re- 
moved from ris ship because the 
prisoner became the organizer of 
the movement of the sailors 
against intervention and the red 
banner was hoisted on the ship. 
In France Andre Marty’s name 


became the symbol of struggle. 
for the cause of Socialism, the ¢ 


symbol of struggle against impe- 
rialist war and intervention in the 


_ Socialist Union.

Twenty-one years have passed 
since the revolt in the Black Sea. 

“But,” states Andre Marty in 
his book “Revolt in the Black 
Sea,” “the example of the sailors 
on the Black Sea and the soldiers 
in the Ukraine has so deeply and 
and strikingly imprinted itself on 
the working class and the people 
of France that aggression against 
the Soviet country would _ un- 
doubtedly undermine the domin}- 
tion of the financial oligarchy! 

At that time the Comm 
Party of France was a legal mass 
party which had a big press and 
a powerful fraction in Parliament. 
There then started a new un- 
precedented campaign of slander 
against Marty. The bourgeoisie 
of France freed Marty, gritting its 
teeth, only owing to the mass 
pressure of the workers of Paris, 
who once again elected him their 
representative in the apy 
and in Parliament. 

Today the bourgeoisie has again 
started a campaign of slander 
against Andre Marty, organizer of 
the active solidarity of the world 


proletariat with the Spanish peo- 


ple, organizer of the heroic In- 
ternational Brigades. 
THE ‘ACCUSED’ 


This time it is the representa- 
tives of the French people who 
were tried by military tribunal 
behind closed doors. The list of 
accused included the es of 
railroad workers, metal workers, 
peasants and office employees, 
sons of the French people. They 
defended the interests and views 
of their class, the proletariat. 

Francois Billoux, Florimond 
Bonte, Etienne Fajon and their 
comrades who were tried by mili- 
tary tribunal, thousands of un- 
named heroes, both men and 
women, who today are fighting 
in France against the criminal 
imperialist war, treasure the 
memory of the struggle of the 
French soldiers and sailors 
against imperialist intervention 
in 1919. 

The same blind hatred f the 
French bourgeoisie is vented on 
them, and the still greater hatred 
of Social-Democracy, which sen- 
tenced Marty to penal servitude 
and which held him in prison 
from 1919 to 1930—first for seven 
and one-half years, and then 
again for another five years.

FLOWERS(BLOOM IN THE SPRING 


Mr. President, you indicated your expansionist aims 
at a press conference the other day when you said 
that the “flora” and “fauna” of Greenland were s0 
very, very American. 

Well if Greenland is so very, very American, don’t 
you think: that its 16,000 inhabitants have a right 
to the old American principle of self-government? 


And let us remind you, Mr. President, that the 
Eskimos are mot just “fauna.” They are human be- 
ings and fine human beings too, They are kindly, 
quick-witted people, good hunters, craftsmen and 
singers with splendid democratic traditions of their 
own, 


Eskimos return to self-government as readily as a 
seal goes back to the water; when given a chance. 
It’s their old way of life. They are still very close to 
the time when the village council was the govern- 
ment and the villagers fished and hunted together 
and the private capitalist was unknown. 


COLLECTIVISTS 


I saw remnants of their early life when I visited 
Cape Prince of Wales for the United States Bureau 
of Education during the whaling season of 1918. 
Eight walrus-hide boats, with eight hunters apiece, 
were hunting the whales under a collective plan that 
Pp common sense. Before dragging their boats 
thé open water leads they agreed that the lucky 
that captured a whale would share the 
monster with the rest of the village. The lucky crew | 
might get some of the tenderest pieces, but the rest 
of the village would have plenty to eat at the same 
time. That was plain, common sense, as I said, for 
the luck might change the next year. 

With such habits behind them it was easy for 
the Eskimos of eastern Siberia near by to-step into 
a Soviet system of democratic cooperation. They shook 
off the Czarist fur traders and tax-gathering grafters 
and formed their own hunting and fishing collectives. 
Their village delegates were sent to the district So- 
viets and administered the government of their region. 


These Soviet Eskimos, who are governing them- 
selves, are the same peoples as their Alaska neigh- 
bors and their Greenland cousins. 


They speak the same language as the Alaskans 


__you_ govern, Mr, President. I saw these Siberians land- 


ing their walrus hide boats on the beach at Nome 
and chatting with the American natives in the same 
tongue. | 

THEIR SOVIET COUSINS 


And today the American Eskimos of Little Diomede 
Island in Bering Straits feel very much at home when 
they meet a Soviet blood relative from near by Big 
Diomede Island in a kayak at sea, . 


The Eskimo people develop splendid leaders, when 
given a chance, Mr. President. I saw that when the 
Alaska Division of the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion, under the progressive administration of the chief, 
William T. Lopp, took the Eskimo people into the 
management of the selndese industry for several 
years. 

I saw this experiment at first hand as teacher 
at Nome, Alaska, and assistant to the superintendent 
of the Northwestern District, stretching from Nome 
to Point Barrow, and I recorded some of the facts 
in the “Eskimo” magazine, which I edited. 

The white Lomen syndicate was getting the deer 
away from the Eskimos, by breaking and evading the 
rules forbidding the sale of female breeding deer to 
whites. The deer were the staff of life of the natives, 
so the superintendent, with Lopp’s backing, encouraged 
the Eskimo herdsmen to form a “Reindeer Men’s As- 
sociation” to enforce the rules. 


- HELD CONVENTIONS 


There was success from the start. The native peo- 
ple chose five leaders and met in annual 
conventions at thé’ Reindeer Fairs in Igloo Village and 
Noatak.

member how the superintendent's eyes glowed with 
pride as he said to me:,

So the Dodgers beat the bith’ again yesterday and 
ran that amazing winning streak to eight for the brand- 
new season. 

And today the high-flying Flatbush crew takes to the 
air for real when the team flies out to Cincinnati for the 
first Western invasion. 

How the Dodgers make out in the badlands may tell 
the story on their flag chances. Last year the Dodgers 
couldn’t do a thing in the West, playing worse than .500 
ball. 

They'll have to up that percentage if there’s going 
to be any pennant in Flatbush this year. And it won’t be 
easy. The Pirates are going good, the Reds have shaken 
off a bad start and the Cards are due to open up big any 
day now. The Cubs, though weaker, are still nobody’s non- 


stinging Bees or unsmoking Phillies. 


Those two. week-end wins over the Giants were 
probably the most important victories to date. The 
Giants were doing O.K., had won four straight, until the 
Dodgers came along. What counts right now is the 
pitching. Hugh Casey is right up there with the few 
best with Luke Hamlin, an excellent number two-man. 
Whit Wyatt has come through twice now and the way 
old Fred Fritzsimmons hurled that shutout against the 
Phillies the other day, the club definitely has the spot 
man to go out and win against certain teams. 

Anyhow, the Dodgers have that right now. When the 
going gets hotter, they’re likely to need another depend- 
able one-in-four starter to relieve Casey, Hamlin and 
Wyatt of the pressure. 

For the rest, things have been going great. 

Gus Mancuso has proven fine help to Babe Phelps— 
although aging Gus can’t be counted on to come through 
as often as he did in the good old days with the Giants— 
while untouted young Franks has shown as nifty kid 
catcher with a sock. 

The outfield looks snappy with kid center-fielder 
Charley Gilbert coming through brilliantly as a defensive 
and batting star. Roy Cullenbine is a cutey—to use the 
boxing expressien for tricky showman—in right. But Joe 
Vosmik will have to hit.better than his current .250 to 
hold on to the left field spot. Joe’s not such a hot fielder— 
can’t move around too fast because of weak under-pinning.
